Washington, Feb. 15.—In two weeks 


from Thursday 
the present congress 


expires by limitation, and from this 
time forward all things legislative will 
have to give way to the appropriation 
bills, which must be passed before the 
final adjournment. 


Mr. Cannon, the chairman of the ap- 


propriations 
committee, pointed out 


the necessity for expedition. Although 
'the house has disposed of 10 of the 13 
regular appropriation bills, two of the 
three which remain, the civil sundry 
and the general deficiency,.are those 
containing the miscellaneous 
items 


which provoke the most bitter opposi- 
tion, both for their sins of omission 
suid commission. 


It is into these two bills that mem- 


bers seek to crowd appropriation bills 
which have been pigeonholed through- 
out the session, and heroic measures 
are sometimes required to prevent 
them from being made the vehicle of 
carrying through appropriations and 
legislation which the leaders have re- 
eolved to kill. 


The senate has usually made a prac- 


tice of loading up these two bills espe- 
cially, and the contests between the 
two houses over them are generally 
prolonged until tho hour of final ad- 
journment 
The refusal of those in 


control of legislation in the house to 
give time for the consideration of pub- 
lic building bills, more than 100 of 
•which have beea favorably reported 
by the committee, so angered some of 
the members that they talked of try- 
ing to secure these appropriations 
in 


the sundry civil bill. 


Those who are interested in the river 


and harbor projects authorized by the 
last river and harbor bill, for which 
no provision is made in the sundry 
civil (including Wilmington, Del., Ken- 
tucky rivor, Dams and 5 of the Ohio, 
Oakland, Gal., and Yakirna, Or.) arc 
bristling with fight.

Speaker Reed and Mr. Cannon, who

bill will be passed under suspension 
the leaders have decided to give Mon- 
day and Tuesday evenings for private 
pension legislation.

On tho second floor 
are tho offices, library, two largo recep- 
tion rooirts and a well appointed kitch-

Tho third floor'is divided into a largo 
auditorium and two music rooms in 
front. 


Tlio entire house hns hard finished 


floors, and the rooms, with tho excep- 
tion of tho large auditorium, are fur- 
nished witli rugs. All the furniture cx- 
•cept tho auditorium folding chairs was 
donated by friends of tlio institution. 
This is probably as attract ivo a club- 
house as there is in tho city, especially 
when it is taken into consideration that 
it is managed entirely by girls. These 
young women say the organization is 
what its name indicates—delightfully 
mutual in its benefits. The members of 
the leisure class havo time and ways to 
plan and to work for the support of the 
club outside the club's own limits. The 
wage-workers do their part in dues and 
are always ready to engage in entertain- 
ments, for which they pay a regular ad- 
mission price as a help to the revenue 
of the club. It is impossible to .estimate 
the value to the leisure class of tho les- 
sons which they learn of the girls and 
young women who every day glean ex- 
perience in the business world. These 
industrial members aro bright examples 
of patience and perseverance. 


The classes are all free, with one ex- 


ception, and the fee for that one is on- 
ly 10 cents, the charge being made on 
account of necessary expense involved. 
The other classes are carried on by 24 
volunteer teachers, who aim to make 
their instruction as practical as possi- 
ble. For the dressmaking class a sewing 
machine has been given, so that nothing 
is left out of *the fullest instruction 
necessary to cut, fit and make complete 
anything in a girl's wardrobe.
